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PREFACE 


The following indices to Volumes I-X of Classical Philology consist of 
three parts, the List of Contributors, the Index of Subjects, and the Index 
of Words. The first-named explains itself. The Index of Subjects might be 
called an Index scriptorum, nominum et rerum, since it deals with all these 
things, and, as for its form, the effort has been made to group the entries as 
far as possible under either the names of classical authors or general heads 
(e.g., Aeschylus, Horace, History, Syntax). This scheme, however, was not 
rigidly followed; it is often difficult to adhere to a strict pigeon-holing policy, 
and the interests of the future users of the compilation seemed to dictate that 
such matters as do not readily suggest their own classification would best be 
simply inserted in alphabetical order. The Index of Subjects, therefore, 
shares the character of both the strictly topical arrangement and mere 
alphabetical listing, the latter of which has been the plan in the indices already 
published in the separate volumes of the journal. As considerations of 
space have forbidden the incorporation here of all the entries from the 
indices of the separate volumes, often amounting to an abstract of the 
articles, the reader may well refer to them for supplementary material. The 
Index of Words does not attempt to list all words the etymology of which 
has been discussed in Classical Philology, but some of the more important are 
included. In some of its entries this list will be found to overlap the Index 
of Subjects; the duplication, it need hardly be stated, is with the intent of 
increasing the usefulness of the work. 

The compiler is well aware that in spite of his efforts for accuracy mis- 
takes will be found in these indices; he can only hope that they are reason- 
ably few, and that his work may have in some degree accomplished its 
purpose, to add even greater usefulness to the files of Classical Philology.
